Stackpole still (again) makes carbon composition resistors up to two watt. 

But direct minimum orders are too high for most of us, and I didn't locate a 

stocking distributor with low minimums. Ohmite still makes them up to one watt. 
Physical size and appearance are essentially the same as they have always 

been, although wire gauge has been reduced. Allied Electronics stocks Ohmmite 

and minimum orders from them aren't a problem. 


Allied also stocks Ohmite metal composition in two watt (and probably lower - 

I forget). For replacement/restoration considerations, physical size is 

similar to the carbon comp of the same wattage except that diameter and wire gauge 
are smaller. However, color bands are narrower (and harder to read with 
tri-focals) and the ends bulge, although perhaps not quite as much as on the 
carbon and metal film types.

Some of the folks in the boutique audio camp think that carbon composition 
resistors are the greatest thing since pickled dinosaur tails. One thing 
carbon comps have going for them is their high peak current (surge) 
capability. A carbon comp consists of a slug of conductive carbon mixed 
with clay and some other nifty stuff to resist moisture attack and improve 
stability with temperature. Carbon film resistors consist of a carbon 
mixture sprayed onto a ceramic tubular substrate. Allen Bradley made the 
best comps in my experience and that of many other manufacturers like 
Tektronix who wanted the best for the money. Carbon comp military 
established reliability resistors are (were?) the most reliable resistors of 
any type and were used everywhere tolerance and drift are not critical. The 
reason comps handle high peak currents so well is because the heat is 
generated in a bulk element which is massive relative to the mass of a film 
resistor's film element. Peak temperatures in composition resistors are 
much lower than in film resistors where pulse currents are applied. High 
peak temperatures are what damage and destroy resistor elements. The 
xaveragex power dissipation capabilities of both types of resistors is 
Similar with respect to size.
